One old philosopher declared, “If there is not a Hell, then 
God has made a terrible mistake.’ With Hitlers and Stalins loose in 


the world murdering millions of people, there certainly ought to be 
a Hell. 


The Wesleys and their comrades in the great revival that made 
Methodism believed in a Bible Hell. The Book was plain and easily 
understood. Christ’s own words left no doubt. Those were the days 
before modern Methodism had made the discovery of “the boundless 
love of God, who is the Father of us all.” This new philosophy (It is 
certainly not a part of theology) has completely modified and changed 
the directions of Methodist preaching. 


Some one sent me a copy of The Church School for May 1951. 
In it is a discussion for World Service Sunday on ‘“‘The Faithfulness 
of Brotherhood.” I find this unequivocal statement, “We are all sons 
of the same Heavenly Father.” That takes in Hitler, Stalin, the rapist, 
the murderer, the infidel, the atheist and all the rest. That state- 
ment is final. We need not be born into the family of God. We are 
in. Paul need “never have written the eighth chapter of Romans or 
the many other passages in which he logically seeks to show that we 


are outside the family of God until by a spiritual re-birth we are 


adopted or ingrafted into the body of Christ. Modern Methodist leaders 
have established in the minds of tens of thousands that we are snug 
and safe in God’s family by the very nature of God’s paternal love. 


So that the same article in The Church School declares, “The 
Church Schools of Methodism seek to help their pupils not only to 
recognize that God is the Father of us all but also that all men, being 
children of our heavenly Father, are brothers.” We are then given the 
remarkable process by which we are to have a Christian world: “We 
are thus helping to make the world Christian by extending the spirit 
of brotherhood.” 


St. Paul and John Wesley would sure have scratched their heads 
over that one! This is really the foundation premise upon which 
Universalism builds its fabrication. In such a philosophy there can 
certainly be no Hell. Our moderns make Hell, as taught iin the Bible, 
impossible by this universality of human brotherhood, based.on the 
fatherhood of God, extended to all men both good and evil. 


So that Bishop Gerald Kennedy, delivering a truly remarkable 
series of sermons at the Southern California-Arizona Annual Con- 
ference, had this to say: 

“Speaking of eternal punishment or an everlasting state of agony

Let me tell you another story, 
and I could tell you numbers of 
ihem, for my work has taken me 
into forty states, and for over 
thirty years I have had to deal 
with the souls of men and women, 
and I know what is going on. A 
few years ago I was conducting 
a revival campaign in the shadow 
of one of the great universities 
in a northern city. One night i 
dismissed the crowd and started 
down town. A young fellow fol- 
lowed me down the street, out of 
the shadow into the light, out of 
the light into the shadow. I didn't 
like to have him stay behind me 
like that, so I turned around and 
said, “Jones is my name. Do you 
want to speak to me?” I noticed 
that the young man was crying, 
so I put my arm around him, and 
took him up to my room in the 
hotel. We sat down. 

I shall not tell you about the 
preliminaries of our conversation, 
but at last he told me this story: 
“My father died three months

I put my diplo- 
ma and the medals in her lap, 
then leaned down and kissed the 
tears away.

as rich and well; the other was 


blind and poor. The names of both are given—Zacchaeus the 


curious sinner, Bartimaeus the 


blind sinner. 


Some years ago I visited Jericho. It is in the Jordan 
Valley. It is an historical place. As I stood near the torn- 
down walls and looked over the barren waste, memories, thick 
and fast, crowded into my soul. I could see the mountains of 


Moab with lonely Nebo towering towards Heaven; and I: 


remembered that it was the burial ground of. Moses. I could 
see the Jordan Valley, the ford of the Jordan where Joshua 
Jed the victorious hosts of Israel out of their long period of 


desert life, across into the triu 


mphs and glories of Palestine; 


and I thanked God for the victories of faith. 


At my feet was the flowing 


Fountain of Elisha and I remem- 
bered God’s miraculous power in 
sweetening the waters by the 
power of the prophet. The beauti- 
ful oasis caused from the flowing 
Fountain of Elisha was the only 
beauty spot in all this barren 
waste of sand and death. There 
were, I judge, a thousand acres 
full of flowers and fruits and birds 
and smiling prosperity; all else is 
desert drouth, desolation and 
death. At the time of Jesus, Jeri- 
cho was probably larger than it 
is now and more prosperous. AS 
Jesus and His disciples were go- 
ing up to Jerusalem it seems that 
a crowd was following Him as 
He entered Jericho and by the 
roadside there sat a blind beggar. 


Jesus and Bartimaeus 


Nowhere in the Scripture is there 
a more thrilling descripticn of the 
sinner, no more touching spiritual 
photograph of the needs and con- 
dition of every man of Christ, and 
no more vivid picture of the terms 
and plan. of salvation. Let us look 


I. This man was sitting by the 
wayside as Jesus passed by, and 
this is the picture of lost men 
everywhere on the roadside of 
life. Men are plying their trades, 
consuming their energies, preoc- 
cupied with matters of lesser im- 
portance than their salvation, 
while Jesus passes by. With some 
He passes by many times; with 
others only once. It is probable 
that this blind beggar never be- 
fore sat on the roadside where 
Jesus passed. He probably took his 
first opportunity to give himself 
to Christ and be saved by Him. 

2. He was blind. He had double 
blindness—physical and spiritual. 
Ordinary men just have the blind- 
ness in their spiritual eyes; but 
this man’s physical blindness is 
the picture of spiritual blindness. 
Every sinner is without spiritual 


understand His revealed truth. He 
does not see spiritual values nor 
know where to put spiritual em- 
phasis. His soul is darkened and 
windowless; and out of the blind 
sockets of his soul-eyes he\comes 
begging to Christ for light and 
life. Man cannot understand spir- 
itual things because he is carnally 
minded. He must have the eye- 
salve of the truth to anoint his 
eyes that they may be opened in 
order that he may see his lost 
condition, the Saviour’ who is 
passing by, and the spiritual light 
He offers in His leve and power. 

3. This man was a beggar. He 
was utterly dependent on others, 
on outside help for his physical 
life, as well as spiritual light. So 
is every lost man. If he is ever 
saved, he must come to be a beg- 
gar. If he comes prideful and self- 
dependent and self-sufficient, he 
will not find a yielding Christ. 
If he comes dependent on Christ, 
begging for mercy and leaning 
hard on the arms of the ever- 
lasting Saviour, there is a chance 
for him to be saved. 


Jesus gives a picture of the two 
approaches to God in the parable 
of the Pharisee and the publican. 
The Pharisee came in selfish in- 
dependence and boastful morality. 
He told God as he prayed “unto 
himself” that he was better than 
other men; he tithed and fasted 
and kept the law and did not do 
many things that the poor pub- 
lican did. The publican came into 
whe temple to pray “unto God” 
and not unto himself.

“All 
of our righteousnesses are but 
filthy rags in God’s sight.” 

4. This blind beggar had one 
cry and that was, “Have mercy 
on me.” He uttered it time and 
time again and this should be the 
cry of every lost man. We should 
not come to claim justice and our 
deserts at God’s hand. It is not 
justice that we need. Someone has 
said, “Everything above Hell is 
mercy,’ that ‘all men deserve 
eternal punishment.” It is mercy 
that we need. 


I was in a prayer meeting once 
in which a preacher, whose the- 
ology was far from the truth, 
said in his prayer, ‘Lord, give us 
justice.” I could not say ‘‘Amen” 
to that prayer. In my heart I said, 
“No, Lord, do not give me _ jus- 
tice; give me mercy. I have no 
merit to claim. I deserve nothing 
from Thee.” This is the cry that 
stops the passing Jesus and it 
is probably the only one that will. 
Let all men everywhere know 
that when they approach God in 
their sins their only hope is the 
mercy of God. It is true that in 
the death of Christ for the lost 
mercy justified justice. Jesus ful- 
filled and kept the law and was 
worthy to be our sacrificial Lamb. 
There is, therefore, in the salva- 
tion by the atoning blood of Christ 
a defense and confirmation of jus- 
tice; but it is justice bought by 
another and merited by Jesus and 
not by the sinner. Our cry in ap- 
proaching God must be the cry, 
“Have mercy on me, thou son of 
David.” , 

>. It is said that the blind man, 
hearing the call of Jesus, ‘“‘cast a- 
way his garment and arose and 
came to Jesus.” I would not be 
over-spiritual in interpreting the 
truth in the Word of God; but 
this is the picture of what every 
Sinner must do. He must cast a- 
way the soiled garments of his 
unrighteousness when he comes to 
Christ. ‘Nothing in my hands I 
bring; simply to thy cross I cling” 
is the song writer’s interpretation 
of a great truth. “All our right- 
eousnesses are but filthy rags” 
in God’s sight and we must cast 
away any claim or hope in and 
by them, if we expect the im- 
puted righteousness of Christ. 
When we come to Jesus we ex- 
change cloaks, casting away the 
cloak of our soiled self-righteous- 
ness and accepting the  blood- 
washed cloak of Christ’s imputed 
righteousness. This act of the sin- 
ner in casting away his garment 
is but a spiritual way of saying 
he repented of his sins. 

6. You will notice in Matthew’s 
description of this incident that 
Jesus told the disciples to call 
Bartimaeus, and they called him. 
Jesus always tries to use His dis- 
ciples in leading sinners to Christ. 
It is our duty to call blind beg- 
gars by the roadside of life to 
Christ as we go with Him into 
the performance of the soul-win- 
ning tasks. They said tothe blind 
man, “Be of good comfort: he 
calleth for thee.” The call of Je- 
sus was the breaking of the light, 
was the only hope of salvation he 
had; and it was good tidings and 


true that today Jesus passing by 
is calling for the lost. He is call- 
ing by His people, by His provi- 


vine ~Spirit; and God’s_ people 
should be the voice of Christ call- 
ing the lost to Him. 


'% When the blind man ap- 
proached Jesus, Jesus said, ““What 
wilt thou that I shall do unto 
thee?’”’ And in his answer the blind 
man recognized the Lordship of 
Jesus and said, “Lord, that I 
might receive my sight.’ How 
‘Many times in my soul-winning ex- 
,Periences I have heard this cry 
‘from blind beggars, blind in spir- 
}itual vision—‘‘Lord, give me my 
‘sight;” and how many times I 
ihave seen the Saviour take the 
scales from their eyes and, be- 
hold, they saw Him in all His 
royal beauty! This is the prayer 
of the sinner which Jesus de- 
lights to answer. Never in the 
history of the ages has there been 
recorded a case of Christ’s failure 
to answer this sincere prayer, 
“Lord, that I may receive my 
sight.” Immediately He says to 
all blind beggars, “Receive thy 
sight: thy faith hath saved thee.” 


8. We see another condition of 
Salvation here. Not only casting 
away of the garment of unright- 
eousness and not only the prayer 
for mercy and the cry that he 
might receive his sight, but, best 
of all, the faith by which he took 
Jesus in His Lordship, in His di- 
vine, spiritual personality and 
power and appropriated Him to 
his own soul; and when he by 
faith took Jesus into his soul the 
omnipotent power of Christ heal- 
ed his physical sight and opened 
his spiritual eyes. 


9. Here is a glorious result. 
“Immediately he received his sight 
and followed Jesus in the way, 
glorifying God; and when. all 
the people saw it they gave praise 
unto God.’’This is as it should be 
everywhere. When blind beggars 
are the recipients of the mercy 
and the saving grace of Christ 
they should immediately follow Je- 
sus in the way. Here was faith, 
public profession, public acknow- 
ledgment of Jesus and obedience, 
resulting in service. What a beau- 
tiful picture this is of how Jesus 
saves men today and what glori- 
ous results follow the implanta- 
tion and impartation of divine 
life in their darkened souls. 


A Look at Jesus as He Faced 
This Blind Beggar-Sinner 
The attitude of Christ toward 

those who are blind spiritually and 

cry for mercy is beautifully ex- 
pressed in this wonderful story. 


1. Jesus is seen as a passer- 
by on the roadside of life, look- 
ing out for sinners. 


2. It is said that Jesus, as He 
heard the cry of the blind man 
begging for mercy, stood still. 
Jesus stopped at the cry of the 
lost. He always does. He was 
doubtless tired and crowded with 
busy tasks on His way to the 
capital city of Jerusalem. But He 
was never too tired nor too busy 
to stop all the machinery of His 
life to listen to the cry and call 
for mercy. 

3. He told the disciples to call 
the blind man and they passed 
the word on to the blind man, 
“Be of good cheer; he calleth for 
thee.”” The blind man called for 
mercy and Jesus called for the 
blind man. 


4. Jesus questions the sinner. 
He wants the lost man to ex- 
press his need and when he does, 
Jesus supplies the need and ans- 
wers the prayer. 


5. Jesus immediately acknow- 
ledged the blind man’s faith, ac- 
cepted his trust, answered his 
prayer, and saved his soul and 
healed his body. 


6. Jesus honored him by allow- 
ing him to go with Him on His 
way to Jerusalem. What a beau- 
tiful picture this is of the seeking 
sinner and the seeking Saviour.

It seems that 
the crowds followed Jesus out of 
Jericho on His. way to Jerusalem. 
And Zacchaeus, being a man low 
in stature and very anxious to

a tree, and as Jesus passed by 
Zacchaeus got a look at Him. 
Jesus, being on the lookout fo 
Sinners, saw this curious man up 
a tree. It is said that Zacchaeus 
was chief among the publicans 
and was rich. He was not ashamed 
to climb up the tree and make 
extraordinary effort to see Christ. 
His curiosity led him to find the 
light that was in Jesus. It is said 
that when Jesus came to the place, 
“he looked up and saw him ana 
said unto him, Zacchaeus, make 
haste and come down for today 
I must abide at thy house; ane& 
he made haste.and came down and 
received him joyfully.” 


This act of Jesus in going home 
with Zacchaeus, being a publican, 
caused a murmuring among the 
people. They said, “Jesus hath 
gone to be the guest with a man 
who is a sinner.” When Jesus got 
to his house, Zacchaeus said, “Be- 
hold, Lord, the half of my goods 
I give to the poor and if I have 
taken anything from any man by 
false accusation, I restore him 
fourfold.” Jesus said unto him, 
“This day is salvation come té 
this house, forsomuch as he also 
is a son of Abraham.” Zacchaeus 
was a Jew, and evidently had 
the Messianic expectancy; and, led 
by his curiosity, he saw and rec- 
ognized the Messiah in Jesus and 
exercised faith in Him, and Jesus 
saw this faith and saved him, 
There follows out of this incident 
one of the most glorious Scrip- 
tures in all the revealed Word of 
God—Luke 19:10—‘For the Son 
of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost.” 


How grateful I am to know 
that this personal soul-winning 
Jesus was and is God’s Son, the 
Messiah of the Jews, the Saviour 
of the world, and is come as a 
seeker of sinners and as a saviour 
of the lost. I thank God that it 
was not only true nineteen hun- 
dred years ago, but it is true to- 
day, that “the Son of man is come” 
and is seeking and is saving lost 
men. 


The Soul-Winning Message 
in These Cases 
There come from these two 
cases of wayside evangelism in 
the life of Christ’s personal min- 
istry some strong and beautiful 
messages. Let’s look at these. 


1. Christ seeks all men alike— 
the rich, the poor, the blind, the 
halt, the maimed, the well and 
the buoyant in life. He is after 
them all. He regards them a!} 
as lost and in need of light and 
life and Jesus in His ministry 
paid no attention to their per- 
sonalities or preferences or posi- 
tions, but went after all alike. 


2. Jesus is ever on the watch 
for sinners. He stops by the way- 
side of life. He saves the blind 
beggars. He stops on the wayside 
of life and finds the rich man 
up a tree and calls him down for 
salvation. He was in the room one 
hour with a learned man and 
saved him. He sat one hour by 
the well-curb with a scarlet wo- 
man and saved her. He hung dy- 
ing on Calvary’s cross and stop- 
ped dying to save the thief by 
His side. Jesus is ever on the 
watch for sinners. 

3. He is ever the same loving, 
saving friend of all classes and 


kinds. He had no respect for 
persons. He saw their need and 
sought to save them. He has 
power, both over physical and 


spiritual blindness. He can save 
the soul or hea] the body. Thank 
God, He has power on earth to 
forgive sin! 

4. Here is a great lesson in 
the use Christ makes of His peo- 
ple. We are to do as the disciples 
did on the wayside when He bade 
them call blind Bartimaeus. We 
are the callers of sinners and we 
should be ready to do this glori- 
ous work and carry, as they did, 
the good message of cheer to all 
the blind beggars by the wayside 
of life. 

2. Here is a beautiful example 
of what. all the saved should do. 
The one, blind Bartimaeus, with 
his sight restored and his soul 
saved, followed Jesus in the way; 
the other, a rich publican, made 
a feast for Jesus and opened wide 
the doors of his house in fellow- 
ship and: gave Christ glorious hos- 
pitality. And this should be the 
expression of gratitude on the

for the wicked, I can say that I am sure God is at least as good 
and merciful as men. I certainly would not banish any man to a 
place and state of punishment forever because of his faults or his state 
of mind when he left this life. I am sure that God is not less fair or 
merciful than I.” 


The bishop was speaking on the theme of human relationship. 
And he thus branched off into unvarnished Universalism. Salvation, 
if there is any such thing, is dependent wholly upon God’s benevolent 
relation to man and man’s equally benevolent relation to his fellow. 
Out of this kind of preachment has come this idea of one world and 
it is God’s world. Sin, for which man must give account, has disap- 
peared. Repentance is unnecessary. Weeping your way through to 
God’s forgiveness at altars of prayer is shoddy emotionalism. An ex- 
perience of the saving grace of God is antiquated and has no place in 
our formal worship services and social programs. Out the window go 
revivals. Even mass evangelism is discounted and when used, is only 


resorted to as a means of salesmanship by which we seek to recruit 
new Methodists. 


Thus have not only the currents of Methodism been diverted 
but a new channel entirely has been planned and determined, through 
which these currents flow. When our leaders discovered that God 
was not only the creator of all men but the loving heavenly Father 
as well, Methodism became a new movement overnight. No longer 
did we need to preach a gospel that convicted men of their sins. No 
longer did we need to deal with the souls of men. No longer did we 
need to call the individual to real and deep repentance. No longer 
did we need to stress the necessity of personal salvation. No longer 
did we need to preach on Mark 16:16. No longer did we need to read 
the third chapter of John, that disciple of love who magnified the 
love of God as no other Bible writer. A loving God, who is the heavenly 
Father of all men, just couldn’t do what Mark and John were talking 
about. It would take a naughty God indeed to punish a man forever, 
whatever might be his offense. 


Thus Hell went out of Methodist preaching and the fear of Hell 
out of the hearts of men. What fools we mortals be! God says there 
is a Hell, an eternal Hell, a Hell of agony and suffering for the un- 
repentant who will not accept salvation. ; 


Again I turn to Paul, who wrote to the Romans, “Let God be 
true but every man a liar!”

You are such a sweet mother 
me.’ 

“Mother smiled and said, ‘You 
are going to college this fall.’ 

“Why, how am I going to col- 
lege?’ I asked. 

“‘T am going to send you,’ 
Mother replied. ‘All your life I 
have saved a little money each 
week, sometimes two _ dollars, 
sometimes three dollars, but al- 
ways one ‘dollar. I had the money 
in’ the savings bank. I have 
enough to send you to the leading 
university of this country!’ My 
heart leaped for joy. 

“Last fall my precious mother 
packed my trunk, and she put 
her own Bible in the tray of the 
trunk, the Bible she had marked, 
the Bible she had prayed over, 
and over which she had wept. Mr. 
Jones, I am a boy, but when I 
came to this school I was as pure 
as the purest girl who ever lived. 
I entered the dormitory and took 
my mother’s Bible out of the tray 
of the trunk and laid it on the 
table. 


“The students flocked around 
me, calling to the other students 
to come see my Bible. ‘We have 
a country boy come to town, and 
he has brought a Bible with him!’ 


"He will get over that,’ some 
one said.

III. The Son of the Aged 
Minister 
Some time agg in a city in the 
great Northwést, we were con- 
ducting a revival campaign in a 
large tabernacle.

While riding across the 


country in southern ‘Kansas 


I was impressed with the peculiar appearance of the tele- 
phone poles along each side of the road. Some were long, 
others were short, some were crooked ‘while others were 
straight. Some were quite large, others were saplings. Some 
seemed to have been manufactured by man, others were the 
natural growth out of the woods, I asked myself, “What les- 
sons may be learned from these strange poles which are in 
the service of my fellow men?” The following thoughts pre- 


sented themselves to me. 


THE TELEPHONE POLE IS DEAD. 
While it was a living tree in the 
forest it was not in the service of 
man. It must die if he could use it 
where he wanted and as he want- 
ed. The sinner living his own 
natural life in the world is not 
much of a servant for God. He 
is planning his own life; he-is ar- 
ranging his own affairs; he is liv- 
ing. for himself. If kneeling at 
Calvary he will die with Christ, 
then he will be a living servant 
of the living Lord and may then 
be fit to carry His messages. 


THE TELEPHONE POLE CARRIES’ A 
MESSAGE. It does not understand 
the message, it is not interested 
in the message; its purpose is to 
uphold that line through which the 
message is being taken to its 
destination. Any kind of a pole can 
do this. The message is not de- 
pendent upon the character of the 
pole but only upon the service 
which it renders. So the. business 
of the believer is to carry God’s 
message from Heaven to. the 
hearts of men. We cannot always 
understand what our. Lord has 
said; the ways of God are past 
finding out. Any believer may be 
a messenger to carry the precious 
Word of God from the heart of 
God to the hearts of men, whether 
he be young in the faith or an 
aged servant of God, whether he 
be a great Christian with a large 
knowledge of the Word, or: a 
young Christian with almost no 
knowledge of God. 

“THE NATURAL GROWTH POLE”’ 
serves its purpose just as well as 
the beautiful, straight, trim, well- 
equipped pole. Al] that each one 
does is to hold up the wire, and 
the one does it as well as the 
other although the appearance is 
not so attractive. Some Christians 
are well trained, cultured, edu- 
cated, refined. As they carry the 
message they may wear a full 
dress suit; they may preach behind 
a solid mahogany pulpit; the floor 
of their platform may be carpeted 
with an imported rug; the mem- 
bers of their congregations may 
sit in cushioned pews. The mes- 
sage, however, which he may give 
will be only the message of the 
grace of God from the heart of 
God to those in his audience who 
hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness. Across the way there may be 
a smaller church, where there are 
no carpets on the floor, and the 
grammar and rhetoric of the 
preacher would hardly get a pass- 
ing mark in an examination. He 
may not know when to use “set” 
or “sit” nor when he should use 
“did” or “done.” His congregation 
may be sitting upon improvised 
benches made of rough lumber. 
Coal-oil lamps may adorn the 
walls for lights, but his message 
may be the same precious words 
of life that are being given across 
the way in the palace of luxury. 

SOME OF THE POLES WERE QUITE 
CROOKED while others were straight 
as a pencil. We find it so in Chris- 
tian experience. Some whom our 
Lord raises up to carry His mes- 
sage have been reared in Chris- 
tian surroundings where a holy 
atmosphere pervaded the home, 
godliness characterized the par- 


ents, and righteousness character- 
ized the lives of the members of 
the family. His was not a way- 
ward life. He never roamed the 
paths of sin. He was sheltered all 
his days by the shadow of the 
church. He carries a message from 
the Lord of Heaven and earth to 
the people of earth. Another, how- 
ever, may have been reared. in 
surroundings of quite a different 
nature. The father a drunkard, the 
mother a brawling woman, and 
wicked influences may have sur- 
rounded him from the day of his 
birth. Ungodliness may have been 
the atmosphere of. his home. Pro- 
fanity, liquor, and law-breaking 
may have characterized those with 
whom he associated. Then one 
day the grace of God appeared, 
the light of the gospel fell upon 
his heart, his soul was touched, his 


eign grace of God. The precious 
blood washed him whiter than 
snow, and he became a bearer of 
the living message along the road- 
way of life. . 
SOME OF THE POLES I OBSERVED 
WERE QUITE SHORT. Others were 
very long. At once I remembered 
some who had turned to the Lord 
in their youth and were given the 
privilege of bearing the message 
of grace only a few short years. 
Others saved in the early years of 
life, were permitted to tell the 
story of redeeming love for many 
years. We never can tell how long 
we shall have the joy of testifying 
for our Lord. Our days may be 
shorter than we think. Their num- 
ber may be less than we imagine. 
Let us carry the message well 
while we have the opportunity. 


AT THE RAILROAD TRACK the poles 
were unusually long that the 
Wires might not be damaged by 
the smoke and fire from the loco- 
motive stack. God has always had 
some servants who were greater 
than others. They seem to reach 
up higher into the mysteries of 
Heaven than others, they are rais- 
ed up for special purposes to reach 
a special kind of folk. There must 
be some who can give the gospel 
in the palaces of the kingdom, for 
all are not permitted to enter 
such places. Some must be raised 


the princes of the business world 
and the kings of finance. God has 
them at His disposal. He plants 
them where He pleases. He lets 
them serve where they can bring 
Him the most glory. 

THESE POLES WERE SEPARATED TO 
FONE SERVICE. They served only one 
purpose, and they stuck to their 
job. Their work was to carry the 
wires through which the messages 
passed, and they were at the job 
day and night, never ceasing. They 
continued to serve winter and 
summer, in the storm and in the 
calm. Always they were in their 
positions holding up the living 
messages passing so swiftly 
‘through their hands. We should 
be like that, never faltering, never 
failing, and always ready to be 
channels of blessing, upholding the 
Word of life. We should be in our 
places that others. might get the 
message of blessing.

JURED BY BIRDS. Woodpeckers had 
eaten holes in their sides, the rain 
had entered, the rot had begun 
and the pole was weakened. To 
prevent this, the company in many 
instances had covered the poles 
with a preparatién to keep out 
bugs and worms. Should we not 
watch ourselves to see that the 
testimony is not weakened nor 
hampered nor hindered by the 
birds of sin? Pride, self-sufficiency, 
egotism, forgetfulness, laziness, 
personal ambition; these are the

We need to be preserved and pro- 
tected from’ the decay and dam- 
age which this world attempts 
to inflict upon us. 

THESE POLES DID NOT PLEASE 
THEMSELVES. A master-mind in the 
city assigned their location and 
determined the kind of poles to be 
used. Each pole lay dormant in 
the hands of its owner. The pole 
did not complain that it was out 
there alone at the roadside. It did 
not fuss because on each side of, 
it there was a crooked pole and 
it seemed to be in bad company. 
It had only one job to perform 
and that was to stay where it was 
put and hold up the wires for its 
master...Is it not the pleasure of 
our blessed Lord to plant.His chil- 


dren where He wants-them? Some}

If we 
would be like the telephone pole, 
however, we should be yielded to 
our Lord, quiet in our hearts, 
earnest in our efforts, ready and 
willing to carry the message even 
though it might be a lonesome 
place along the road of life.

Apology To A Pentecostal Brother | Can a Saved Person Ever be Lost? | © Roadside

We received a letter from a.beloved Christian brother, 
a pastor in the Apostolic Church who was grieved at a refer- 
ence in The Sword of the Lord to speaking in tongues. We 
publish his letter and our brotherly reply in hopes that it 
will help to make our position and our spirit clear on this 
matter. We do not willingly grieve any good Christian, and 
at the same time we are anxious to help Christians put first 
things first and understand the Scriptures correctly, as God 


helps us. 


Now read our brother’s letter. 


Dear Brother Rice: 
Christian greetings: 

I receive your paper THE 
SworD Of THE LorD and find many 
good articles in it. But there is 
one article I am writing you about 
that honestly I do not appreciate. 
It was in the issue dated Friday, 
April 21, 1950 entitled “Four Para- 
mount Steps to Revival” by Evan- 
gelist Douglas Winn. On page 
seven of your paper under step 
number three to revival, the fill- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, he says, 
“A Southern preacher once had 
a lady come to him and say, 
‘Brother, if you just spoke in 
tongues you would be the great- 
est preacher in America.’” The 
night he preached on “Belshaz- 
zar’s Feast” and the writing on 
the wall, ‘Mene, Mene, Tekel, 
Upharsin,” ‘this woman jumped 
up and shouted, “He’s got it! 
He’s got it! He’s got it!” and 
so on. 

Brother Rice, I am a Pentecos- 
tal evangelist who has received 
and preaches the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit with the initial evi- 
dence of speaking in other tongues. 
I read your paper and do appreci- 
ate it; in fact, I recommend it 
to others. Brother Rice, if you 
were me, would you appreciate 
reading a slanderous remark like 
the above? I would appreciate it 


if you would answer that ques-. 


tion for me. After all, I imagine 
if we were to comb the Baptist 
ranks we could find a few in- 
stances in them that would make 
you blush, too; don’t you think 
so? 

I don’t mean to be contentious, 
but honestly, I think that remark 
was entirely out of its place. If 
in the future you continue to pub- 
lish such remarks, how can I rec- 
ommend your publication to our 
Pentecostal ministers. I have been 
thrilled with your paper, but must 
confess that that one article kind 
of ‘cooled me off.’”

The Editor’s Reply 


Dear Brother R. bs 

I thank you for writing me 
frankly as you did May 27. I have 
just now gotten to your letter, 
and I appreciate it. 

First, let me say that I really 
appreciate your fellowship in the 
Lord. A great many Pentecostal 
brethren read THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp. Many of them, really hun- 
dreds of them, I believe, love me 
and pray for me and have fel- 
lowship with me. In revival cam- 
paigns regularly Pentecostal 
brethren unite in the campaign. 
I want to be a good Christian 
brother to all those who love the 
Lord Jesus. So I am really sorry 
that you have been in any wise 
grieved by anything in THE SworD 
OF THE LORD. 

I can see how the statement 
in the sermon by Brother Douglas 
Winn might be offensive to a 
Pentecostal Christian or a Pen- 
tecostal preacher. I think that 
Brother Winn said what he did 
in rather a joking way. Really I 
hardly knew whether he meant 
that as an actual occurrence, or 
as simply an illustration. At least 
let me say that I am grieved that 
you were offended or hurt, and I 


would not willingly hurt-any true 


Christian who loves the Lord, and 
believes the Bible and ‘tries to 
win souls. 

Yet, dear Brother, I think that 
the incident mentioned is really 
so nearly typical, in one way, that 
I allowed it to be printed. Let

me tell you how I see it and then 
you tell me frankly if you see 
my viewpoint. 

There are literally thousands of 
us preachers, like Douglas Winn, 
who wins thousands of souls, and 
like myself who, by God’s mercy, 
have been enabled to ‘win: many, 
many souls, 
everywhere we go by Pentecostal 
people. These Pentecostal people 
tell me again and again that they 
have the power of God on them 
and I do not have the power of 
God on me. They say they have 
been baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and I have not. They say that the 
reason I do not talk in tongues 
is that I am trying to please men 
instead of God, that I am not 
willing to take what God has for 
me. I am saying that this is a 
regular thing, again and again, 
through the years. Literally hun- 
dreds of Pentecostal people have 
insulted me, accused me of not 
wanting to do the will of God, 
said that I was not filled with the 
Spirit, said that I did not have 
what they had. And in most 
cases these people do not even 
win a soul to Christ, and do not 
pray as much as I pray, do not 
sacrifice as much for Christ as 
I do, and yet they feel perfectly 
free to criticize and accuse and 
bemean me and other men like 
me who do our best for Jesus, as 
far as we know how. 

Now, do you see that that would 
become a sore spot to a clean, 
good man, a Spirit-filled man, 
who weeps over sinners, a man 
who spends long hours in prayer, 
a man who has laid himself wholly 
on the altar for God? 

In Toronto last October after 
I had just preached and God gave 
great power and thirteen people 
were saved, a .-Pentecostal man 
came to me after the service and 
asked me, ‘‘Have you been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost?” I told him 
that yes, thank God I had been 
filled with the Spirit or baptized 
with the Spirit and that God was 
the One who had given me soul- 
winning power. He assured me 
that he had been baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and with the sign 
of tongues, yet he never had won a 
soul, he told me, and felt he was 
so much better than I, a_ better 
Christian than I, and so forth. 

That does not mean that I 
would want to hurt the feelings 


of any Pentecostal brother. Only | 


I wish Pentecostal people would 
not attack and accuse and slan- 
der those of us who weep over 
souls and do our dead level best 
to bless Christians and honor God 
and keep people out of HeH. Do 
you see why it seems to me that 
that kind of spirit needs to be 
rebuked some time? 

I do not want to .hurt any 
brother’s feelings. I respect your 
convictions. All I want is that 
my Pentecostal brethren will re- 
spect my convictions, and not ac- 
cuse and slander me because I 
do not see everything as they do. 

At least, whether you see my 
viewpoint, I know you will love 
me and pray for me, and I do 
pray ‘that God will richly bless 
you and give you thousands of 
souls. : 


And let us agree on this that 
we absolutely must have the power 
of the Holy Spirit if we serve 
God acceptably. God has never 
given me what you call speaking 
in tongues. You say He has given 
you this experience. Well, all right, 
let us not either criticize the other, 
nor accuse the other, but let us 
both go and prove God's power is 
on us by our soul-winning effort. 
I love my Pentecostal brethren 


| and I want fellowship with them. 


And I do not want them to accuse 
me, as they do nearly all the time. 

The best preachers among Pen- 
tecostal people do not usually so 


who are harassed. 


The most important question 
that’ ever faced any man is that 
of the salvation of his own soul. 
If any man has not settled that 
questicn, then let him” do-so to- 
day at any cost, no matter what 
else must be neglected. To the 
man who has already trusted in 
Christ for salvation and thus has 
been born again, the most im- 
portant question is the one ex- 
pressed in the title, “Can a saved 
person ever be lost?” 

Everywhere I go I find people 
troubled because they do not 
know but that at any time, be- 
cause of their sins, their negli- 
gence, the sudden besetting of 
temptation which they might not 
withstand, they may lose the sal- 
vation which they have and so be- 
come, not the children of God, but 
the children of the devil. Such 
Christians know that their own 


hearts are deceitful, they know 
that they do. not deserve the 
mercies of God; and the fear 


haunts them that they may lose 
their salvation and so, perchance, 
die to be forever lost. For such 
as these, I bring this message fo- 
day. 

There are many Scriptures 
which doubtful Christians think 
teach that a saved person can be 
lost. I want to review those Scrip- 
tures and show you that not one 
of them either teaches or implies 
that a saved person can be lost. - 


John 15:6 


For instance there is John 15: 
6 which says: 

“If a man abide not in me, he 
is cast forth as a branch, and is 
withered; and men gather them, 
and cast them into the fire, and 
they are burned.” 

You see here that a man may 
be cast forth as. a branch and 


may wither. And there is the] 
startling statement about being 


cast into the fire! Does this mean 
that God- will cast dway one of 


accuse me. Usually they respect 
me and love me. and pray for 
‘me. But thousands of the more 
ignorant kind of Pentecostalists 
make themselves obnoxious, and 
I think dishonor God by their 
boasting and their accusations a- 
gainst good men, like the woman 
mentioned in Douglas Winn’s ser- 
mon. And I simply felt that all 
of us would do good to call at- 
tention to the fact that it is wrong 
to be thinking about some ecstasy 
for ourselves when we ought to 
be thinking about the power of 
God and the precious souls Jesus 
sent us to win. And I believe that 
the very best of your people would 
agree with me on this, that it is 
the Lord Himself and His won- 
derful power that we should seek 
to have, to do His will. Then if 
God gives certain signs well and 
good. I do not see anywhere in 
the Bible that the signs are com- 
manded. I have never been taught 
in the Bible to pray for them. 
I have willingly offered myself 
for any sign God wanted to give. 
I am willing to go against men’s 
opinions anywhere just so I find 
clear word for it in the Bible. 
I maintain that God has filled 
me with His Spirit and that’ the 
wonderful evidence He has given 
in tens of thousands of souls 
saved ought to convince honest 
Bible believers of that fact. But 
I am not even boasting of that, 
I just rejoice in it in my heart, 
that God has seen fit to bless 
me with soul-winning power. Oh, 
may I have more anointing, more 
power to win more souls and 
more glorify the dear Saviour! 
' So, dear brother, forgive us if 
we have in any wise grieved you 
and love me and pray for me and 
help me to win souls.

His children and that that soul 
will be cast into Hell? No, read 
it again and see that a man may 
be out of touch with Christ after 
he has been saved, and so can- 
not bear fruit; he may be wither- 
ed and lose all the joy which he 
had, as Christians many times do. 
But notice that those that are 
gathered in this verse, and cast 
into the fire are the branches cut 
from the grapevines, and not men 
at all. Notice too, that it is men 
that gather them, while we are 
plainly told in Matthew 13:41, 42 
that it is angels, not men, who 
will put the lost in Hell. The 
Saviour in John 15 is talking to 
His disciples on the subject of 
fruit-bearing. Again and again He 
refers to it in the chapter, teach- 
ing that we cannot bear fruit ex- 
cept by abiding in fellowship with 
Christ and through His power. A 
withered branch, so worthless to 
men because it will not bear 
grapes and is therefore burned up, 
is used to show how useless is a 
Christian in God’s service who 
does not abide in Christ. Of 
course, the difference between 
men and God is this, that men 
value grapevines for the grapes, 
and Christ loves us for ourselves. 
This Scripture does not teach that 
@ saved person can be lost and 
does not say so. 


Take the Bible at face value. | 


It means exactly what it says and 
says exactly what it means. Do 
not add to the meaning of God’s 
Word. In this case fire means 
fire, and does not mean Hell. I 
think the branches of the vine 
mean just that, and men cast 
them into the fire and they. are 
burned, but it does not mean that 
a Christian man is cast into Hell 
and burned. 


Ezekiel 3:20, 21 


~ Perhaps you have had’ Ezckiel 
3:20, 21 pointed out as a Scripture 
which teaches that a ‘saved per- 
son may be lost. It says: 

“Again, when a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, 
and commit iniquity, and I lay a 
stumblingblock before him, he 
Shall die: because thou hast not 
given him warning, he shall die 
in his sin, and his righteousness 
which he hath done shall not be 
rementbered; but his blood will 
I require at thine hand. Never- 
theless, if thou warn the right- 
eous man, that the righteous sin 
not, and he doth not sin, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; 
also thou hast delivered thy soul.” 

But careful reading of these 
verses and of the chapter will 
show that it has no reference to 
the salvation of a soul nor to the 
loss of a soul. The message is to 
Israel (see verse 17). The right- 
ecousness of the righteous man 
mentioned here does not refer to 
salvation but to a citizen of Israel 
keeping the Mosiac Law. The pen- 
alty mentioned is not eternal 
damnation nor the loss of a soul, 
but simply physical death. The 
only salvation mentioned for the 
wicked in this case is ‘‘to save 
his life’? (verse 18). We preachers 
have spiritualized this passage 
and made it mean what it does 
not say. The righteousness men- 
tioned is not the righteousness of 
Christ but the self-righteousness 
of a Jew under the law. The*Jew 
who had never committed a mur- 
der, adultery, nor any other major 
crime, would yet, if he turned 
from his righteous way and com- 
mitted such a crime, be taken 
out and stoned; that is, he should 


die in his sin. This passage clear- 


ly has no reference to a saved per- 
son becoming lost. Ezekiel 18:24 
and 33:12, 13 are two other pass- 
ages nearly identical in meaning. 
Read these and see. 

Do you see the danger of spirit- 
ualizing away the plain meaning 
of the Bible, and making it mean 
something it does not say? 


II Peter 2:20-22, Dogs 
_ and Sows 


“For tf after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world 
through the knowledge of the

part of men as Christ saves them ° 
—a life of service. 

6. These two cases are beauti- 
ful examples to us as to how we 
ought to pick up souls as we pass 
them on the wayside of life. We 
ought to lead souls to Christ as 
we travel in any form of earth- 
Jy transportation. We ought to 
be constantly on the lookout for 
souls. We can lead men to Christ 
in their offices, on the street cars, 
on the street corners, in railway 
trains, in automobiles, in the par- 
lors of pleasure, in the homes of 
the people, out on the roadside, 
in the highways and hedges. Jesus 
set a glorious example for us and 
we should follow that example.

they have known it, to turn from 
the holy commandment delivered 
unto them. 22. But it is happened 
unto them according to the true 
proverb, the dog is turned to his 
oun vomit again; and the sow 
that was washed to her wallowing 
in the mire.” 

Whoever the people indicated 
im these Scriptures were, we can 
see the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. Many 
people believe that this Scripture 
tells the story of a man once 
saved but who is entangled in the 
pollutions of the world and finally 
lost. 

But notice these things about 
this passage: the escape was 
through the knowledge of the 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
The Scripture does not-say. that 
these trusted Jesus, Many lost 
people know about the gospel and 
about. Christ. We see from verse 
21 that they knew the way. of 
righteousness. But the Scripture 
does not indicate that: they ever 
walked in it.-In verse 22 the dog 
is still a dog and the sow is stith 
a sow. The dog returning again 
to his vomit is a picture of 4 
sinner returning again to the sin 
that made him sick. The sow that 
was washed returns to wallowing 
in the mud because she is still a 
sow with a sow’s nature. God 
never calls His peopie either dogs 
or hogs anywhere in the Bible. 
Both are used as symbols of the 
unsaved. If God had made this 
sow into a sheep and changed her 
nature as He does the nature of 
one who is born again, the sheep 
would not have delighted in the 
mud like a sow, even if through 
carelessness she became soiled. 
There are too many people who 
are still sows and the only wash- 
ing they ever had was on the out- 
side with no change in their sin- 
ful natures. In this chapter from 
verses 1 and 2 it is easily seen 
that the Lerd is not talking to 
saved people at all but to enlight- 
ened lost people who return to 
their sins and do not accept 
Christ. 


Hebrews 10:26-29, Jew

is no hiding place down here.” 
There was no refuge from the 
certainty of contamination. Any 
refuge that might be there was a 
failure. Everything within that 
vast area was doomed by the im- 
pregnation of radioactivity. 

When we stop to think about 
that, in a certain sense we are 
all seeking a refuge. That is the 
picture of every rational human 
life. Refuge means security. It 
means some place where we can 
find the quietude, poise and com- 
posure that makes for a life that 
is rich with meaning and purpose. 
Almost every man has something 
in which he is trusting as his rei- 
uge. The sad tragedy is that there 
are myriads of people who are 
trying to hide in fake refuges and 
are not finding that sense of 
security without which men can- 
not live abundantly or triumph- 
antly. They are trying that refuge 
the Scripture speaks about when 
it says “a refuge of lies.” The 
Word of God says these false ref- 
uges are swept away in_ the 
exigencies, the emergencies and 
the tragedies of life’s experiences. 
It is well for us to ask just 
what is our refuge, and will it 
stand? Is it a true refuge, or is 
it one that is merely the figment 
of our imagination or of our de- 
ceitful philosophy? The funda- 
mental need of every man is a 
refuge for the soul that throbs 
within him. 


The Four Tests 


_ There are four common. sense 
tests that we ought to apply to 
every hope we have, every refuge 
we have, to every thing upon 
which we depend for security 'n 
time and for eternity. 

First, a true refuge should meet | 
the highest demands of our con- 
science. What pain and agony 
there is in the jabbing, cutting, 
piercing thrusts of conscience! 
Say conscience originates in any 
Way you want to; it is neverthe- 
less a tactor with which men live 
and with which men deal every 
day. We are finding more and 
more that the world is geared 
‘to a moral order. No matter 
where we find man, no matter 
how primitive or aboriginal, he 
alwavs has a sense of justice. The 
conscience can be dulled. The 
conscience can be seared, disre- 
garded, and yet, even then, con- 
science will have its hours when 
it will make its serious and its 
terrible cry. How many men have 
said in agony of soul: “Only God 
Almighty knows how I’ve suffered 
in my conscience!” 

One morning in the early hours 
the phone rang by the side of my 
bed. The man on the other end 
of the line said, ‘“‘Last week when 
I was in your office I lied to you. 
I told you that my life was moral 
and clean’; and then he began to 
sob and cried, “but I lied. I'm a 
liar, and I’m suffering in my con- 
science a living hell.” I told him 
how his conscience would ease it- 
self when he gave up the sin that 
was besetting him and dragging 
him down. 


The guilt complex is one of the 
major causes of psychoneuroses. 
Every man needs a refuge fron 
the accusing cry of his conscience, 
for every man must live with him- 
self. It is also important that the 
person you live with Is a person 
vou like. The Bible makes this 
insistence. When John the Bap- 
tist stood before the purple-robed 
Herod, Herod had him killed. One 
day Herod and some of his friends 
were sitting about the table, 
speculating at the feast they were 
holding, when someone made a 
casual remark about Christ. He 
said that this One was going into 
all the cities, and that the com- 
mon people were hearing Him 
eagerly and enthusiastically. Of 
course, he was speaking of Jesus, 
but Herod did not know that. 
Herod, who seemed to be seared 
beyond the sensitivity of normal 
feeling, had a conscience that a- 
woke within him. Arising from the 
table, trembling like an aspen leaf 
in a high: wind, he blurted out, , 
“T suspect that you're talking 
about John the Baptist whom I 
beheaded some time ago. I sup- 
pose he has risen from the dead!” 
Conscience in Herod was not dead. 


You recall how Judas cried out} 


in agony after he had betrayed 
the Saviour for his paltry thirty 
pieces of silver. As he raced back 
into the presence of the  con- 
spirators, his agony and anguish 
were expressed when he said, “I 
have betrayed innocent blood” 
(Matt. 27:4). He took the money 
back. The reason he returned it 
was because it burned his brains; 
it burned his pockets; it burned 
his hands; but most of all, it 
burned his’ conscience. Judas, 
under the sting of the lash of 
conscience, went out and took his 
life. He died a suicide’s death and 
went to Hell. 


You know that story by George 
Elliot of the fatal going astray of 
a young girl. It has been well said 
that earth’s saddest sight is that. 
Let angels veil their faces; let 
crepe be hung on the door of 
Heaven when some young girl has 
fallen into shame and become sor- 
did, sinful and soiled. George El- 
liot tells how this young girl put 
to death the child of her shame. 
Later she was brought to justice. 
Kindly, loving Christian women 
sought to help her and to counsel 
her. Yet in the strange trance 
that had suddenly captivated her, 
in the sheer horror of the deed 
she had done, she kept saying in 
a plaintive wail, “I know, but will 
I always hear the cry of the little 
baby I put to death in the hedge?” 
Hear Lady Macbeth as she cries, 
“Oh, the blood, the blood! Though 
I lave in this basin, I cannot get 
it off!’’ Conscience lives, and men 
must reckon with their conscience. 


Conscience is the monitor of the 
soul, and every man needs a 
refuge from the accusing cry of 
his own convicting conscience. 
The Holy Spirit sharpens the keer 
edge of conscience all the more, 
so that under the Spirit of God, 
conscienee cuts deeper and deeper.

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Second, every man needs a ref- 
uge from the slumbering power 
of sin in his life. If the refuge in 
which you are trusting is not 
making you a better man every 
day you live, it will: never save 
you from the consequences of sin. 
If your refuge can not save you 
from the power of sin in this life, 
it will never save you from the 
consequences of sin in the life 
that is to come. How insidious is 
the awful, ghastly power of sin 
as it vents its fury upon the hu- 
man soul! The mighty are made 
weak. The lofty are brought low. 
Many of the finest, most splendid, 
most gifted, most generous, most 
lovable men go down to doom and 
death because the _ slumbering 
power of sin in a mad moment 
comes alive and destroys them. 


Third, a true refuge must stand 
the test of the dying hour. Every 
man needs a_ refuge when. he 
comes to that final hour. that 
awaits each one. A refuge that 
comforts us only when we are 
well and strong, but fails in the 
dread hour when we stand face 
to face with death, is absolutely 


valueless. Every man needs a ref- 
uge in that hour; it is an hour we 
cannot’escape; it is one we can- 
not evade; it is one we cannot 
miss. | 

Then lastly, a true refuge must 
stand the test of the Judgment 
Day. I know there are those who 
make light of the inexorable 
justice of Almighty God, who 
make a mock of the fact that He 
promises not only redemption, 
but judgment. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick speaks about the judg- 
ment as one with an anthropo- 
morphic God sitting on a material 
throne. Anyone who takes’ the 
glory of the Word of God and 
desecrates it with his speech will 
one day be judged for the very 
idle words that he has spoken. So 
saith the Scripture. 


Yes, there is a Judgment Day. 
The increasing clouds of war, the 
unremitting. growth. of the age in 
its awful orgy of iniquity, prom- 
ises and portends the judgment 
ot God! A man needs a refuge out 
vonder, beyond the gates of death, 
for he is going to be: called to 
the judgment of Almighty. God. 


That there is such a day of days” 
is insisted upon by human reason. 
Human reason makes its cry that 
somewhere there ought to be a 
place of explanation and revela- 
tion. In the first place, there 
ought to be a time of retribution 
and of justice, some place where 
the tangled threads will be un- 
tangled, irregularities made 
straight; the mysteries interpreted’ 
and revealed. Every man needs a; 
refuge in the Day of Judgment. 
The Word of God is vividly clear 
when it comes to this matter of, 
the judgment. The Scripture says: 
that God has appointed a day. Be-: 
lieve me, when God appoints a 
day, no, reminder is needed. The 
Bible says God has. set a day “in 
which he will judge the world in, 
righteousness by Jesus Christ” 
(Acts 17:31). The Scripture says,, 
“We must every. one of us give an 
account of. ourselves to God”’ 
(Rom. 14:12).

But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversar- 
ics. 28. He that despised Moses’ 
law died without mercy under 
two or three witnesses: 29. Of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose 
ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden wnder foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 
he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, and hath done despite unto 
the Spirit of grace?” 

_ Does this Scripture teach that 
a saved person can be lost? It 
speaks of one who has. been 
sanctified in verse ‘29, 


But this does not refer to a 
Christian. It is in the book of 
Hebrews addressed to Israel. Theo 
covenant mentioned in verse 29 is 
God’s covenant with Israel, where- 


by Israel was sanctified, that is, 


set apart, as a chosen people to 
God. The Hebrew sacrifices of the 
Old Testament, all cf them, were 
reminders of this covenant; and 
the blood was a picture of that 
which’ Jesus would shed as the 
complete sacrifice for Israel’s sin. 


This Scripture then applies to 
those of Israel who looked for- 
ward to the coming Saviour; but 
when He came, or when they re- 
ceived knowledge of Him, theév 
would not accept Him.-Those who 
wilfully reject the Christ can- 
not find any other sacrifice to 
take away their sins. Verse 39 in 
the same chapter referring. to 
Christian Jews says: “But we are 
not of them who draw back unto 
perdition; but of them that be- 
lieve to the saving of the soul.” 
This Scripture, then, does not 
teach that a saved person can be 
lost. It does teach that if a Jew, 
after coming to the knowledge of 
the truth that Christ is our sacri- 
fice for sin, then continues wil- 
fully in the sin of unbelief, re- 
jecting Christ, no other. sacrifice 
can take away his sins and there 
is no other way for him to be 
saved. 


Matthew 12:43-45, The 
Unclean Spirit 


This is sometimes held to teach 
that saved souls may be lost. It 


Says: 


“When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh 
through. dry places, seeking rest, 
and findeth none. Then he saith, 
I will return into my house from 
whence I came out; and when he 
is come, he findeth it empty, 
swept, and garnished. Then goeth 
he, and taketh with himself seven 
other spirits more wicked than 
himself, and they enter in and 
dwell there: and the last state of 
that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this 
wicked generation.” 


But notice that the unclean 
Spirit is not driven out of the man 
but goes out himself. He says, “‘I 
will return into my house.” The 
house still belongs to him; the 
man is unsaved. Notice too, that 
he found the house empty, that is, 
Christ was not in it. This is a 
picture of a man who reforms 
without salvation. Notice in the 
last sentence of this Scripture 
that Jesus applies it to the un- 
godly Pharisees about whom He 
is talking (verse 38), 


Galatians 5:4, Falling 
From Grace 
But does not the Scripture say 
in Galatians 5:4, “Ye are fallen 
from grace’? Yes, but read the 


whole verse and see that this re- 
fers to one who would be justified 
by the law, that is, one who is 
counting on his own righteousness 
to save him. 

“Christ is become of no effect 
unto you, whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are fallen 
from grace.” 

Grace is a higher plan than the 
law, and these Galatians had be- 
gun to teach salvation by circum- 
cision and the laws of Moses in- 
stead of staying with God’s high 
gospel of mercy that people could 
be saved by faith. Yqu can see it 
has no reference to a saved per- 
son becoming lost. “Ye are fallen 
irom grace” here means “you 
have departed from God’s plan of 
salvation by grace; you have fal- 
en into false doctrine.” 


Does God Blot Christians Out 
of His Book? 

In Exodus 32:31-33, we are told 
of Moses’ prayer to God for Israel 
after they had sinned so terribly 
in worshipping the golden calf 
which Aaron made. That Scripture 
Says: 

“And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said, Oh, this people 
have sinned a great sin, ang have 
made them gods of gold. Yet now,

if thou wilt forgive their sin—; 
and if not, blot me, I pray thee, 
out of thy book which thou hast 
writterm And the Lord said unto 
Moses, Whosoever hath sinned 
against me, him will I blot out 
of my book.” 

Christians sometimes believe 
that Moses here referred to tho 
book of life, and that the Lord 
threatened to blot out of the book 
of life the names of people who 
have sinned after they were con- 
verted. But that is not the mean- 
ing of the Scripture, as a careful 
reading will show you. In the first 
place, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that God. had then written 
all of the book of life. That book 
had never been mentioned in the 
Bible up to this time. But Goa 
had given definite and clear prom- 
ises to Abraham, Isaac, and Jaco» 
and then to the whole nation 
through Moses about the land of 
Canaan and that Israe! should go 
into the land and possess it. 
Moses meant that he would be 
willing to be left out of Canaan, 
left out of God’s promises for 
Israel as a nation, in order for 
the sins of the people to be for- 
given. Yet God said, ‘Whoso- 
ever hath sinned against me, him 
will I blot out of my book.” God 
meant evidently that those who 
rebelled against God and wer- 
shipped idols would be left out of 
His plan and would miss the privi- 
lege of going into the land of 
Canaan. A little later we find that 
not a single one of the grown men 
‘Who were present at that time 
was allowed to go into the lana 
of Canaan, but.all were blotted 
out of God's - promises for the 
nation because of their sin, and 
their little children later went in- 
to the land and inherited-it. God 
is not’ talking about salvation 
here but is dealing with Israel 
under covenant and law. It is not 
here primarily a question of 
Heaven and Hell but of physical 
life and death, of being carried 
into Canaan under God’s covenant 
or of being rejected and leaving 
their dead bodies in the wilder- 
ness. 

Revelation 3:5 is another Scrip- 
ture that mentions the blotting 
out of names. That verse says: 

“He that overcometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white. raiment; 


and I will not blot out his name 


out of the book of life, but I will 
confess his . name before my 
Father; and before his angels.” 

I remember that a woman once 
brought me this Scripture 
proof that a saved person could 
be lost. When we examined it to- 
gether, I said, “but notice this 
verse promises that God will NOT 
blot out one’s name. When you 
find a verse that savs He will blot 
out one’s name from the book of 
life, that will be different.” 

This time it is the book of life 
God discusses. But to comfort 
those striving to overcome, God 
promises He will not blot out their 
names. Do not read into the Book 
more than it says. Do not add to 
the Bible. God said what He 
meant. Had He meant more fle 
would have said more. God does 
not say and does not mean that 
He will blot out the name of any 
child of His from the book of life.

life, and out of the holy city, and 
from the things which are writ- 
ten in this book.” 


This time the Scripture clearly 
says concerning certain people 
that God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life. But it does 
not say that God will blot out 
any one’s name which is written 
in the book of life. What then 
does the Lord mean here? This 
Scripture evidently means that 
Salvation is bought and paid for 
for every man and woman in the 
world. In I John 2:2 we are told 
that “He is the propitiation for 
our sins: and not for our’s only, 
but also for the sins of the whole 


world.” Every sinner has a 
part purchased for him in 
the book of life and in 


“the holy city,” bought by the 
blood of Christ, which he may oc- 
cupy if he will accept the Saviour 
as his own and the: eternal life 
which is freely offered. That 
PART is prepared for every man, 
and it is his. opportunity. But 
one who rejects the Bible and 
turns his back on God’s revelation 
will thereby, of course, miss the 
way of salvation pictured in the 
Bible and will not accept the 
Saviour and therefore will miss 
Heaven. This Scripture evidentiy 
means that those who reject the 
Bible will miss the plan of sal- 
vation—and all the—good things 
which Christ has bought for them. 
t certainly does not mean that 
one of God’s children will be lost, 
that one whose name is written 
in the book of life already wil! 
have his name blotted out. 


“Lest I Should Be a Castaway” 
—TI Corinthians 9:27 

In I Corinthians 9:27 Paul tells 
how carefully he controlled and 
buffeted his fleshly nature, lest 
he should be a castaway. Did Paul 
mean that he was afraid he would 
lose his soul? Read that verse and 
see. 


“But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that 
by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.’—I Cor. 
9:27. 

The word “castaway” here is 
translated from a Greek word 
meaning literally “not approved.” 
Paul really means that after God 
has greatly used him to preach 
the gospel and has shown his ap- 
proval on Paul’s ministry by Holy 
Spirit power, that even Paul 
could lose that Holy Spirit power 
and find himself not approved of 
God for the ministry if he lets the 
fleshly nature control his life. 
How many preachers there are 
who once held great _ revivals, 
once had a great ministry and 
won many souls and blessed many 
hearts, but now they have no 
power, have few if any conver- 
sions, and their ministry is mark- 
ed “not approved” by the Lord! 
As far as the ministry is concern- 
ed, some men who were once used 
are now castaways, unprofitable 
servants, instruments not fit for 
God’s use in the ministry. 


In John 6:37 Jesus plainly 
promises that the individual soul 
that comes to Him for salvation 
will in no wise be cast out. The 
Christian is in no danger of los- 


proval of God, on his service and 
be laid on the shelf. It was this 
disapproval of God, the possibility 
of losing his power and being set 
aside as a preacher, which Paul 
feared. Paul was not afraid of 
losing his salvation. 


Philippians 2:12. Working out 
Your Salvation 
There are several passages in 


the Bible which emphasize Chris- 
tians’ works, and people many 
times believe that these passages 
imply one will not remain saved 
unless he works. 


For instance, Philippians 2:12 
says: “Work out your own salva- 
tion with fear and _ trembling.” 
But when you read the following 
verse, “For it is God which work- 
eth in you both to will and to do 
of his good pleasure,” you will see 
that Paul here speaks of working 
out that which you already have. 
A man cannot work out his cotton 
crop until he has a cotton crop; 
aman cannot let his light shine 
out until he has a light in his 
heart; a man cannot work out his 
salvation to a lost world until he 
has the salvation. The Saviour 
promised that we could have a 
well of water within us for a 
thirsty world and that we should 
be the light of the world and the 
salt of the earth. This does not 
mean work for your salvation, 
but it does mean work your sSal- 
vation out ‘to others. 


Matthew 24:13, Enduring 
to the End 

“But he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall be saved.” 

This Scripture seems, to the 
careless reader, to teach that sal- 
vation depends upon holding out 
faithfully or enduring unto the 
end. But if you read carefully the 
chapter, you will see that Jesus 
is talking about the great tribula- 
tion period at the end of this age, 
that the salvation mentioned is 
salvation of the flesh, not salva- 
tion of the soul. Verse 21 says, 
“For then shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the 
beginning of the world to this 
time, no nor ever shall be.’ The 
time mentioned here is the great 
tribulation time. And verse 22 
says, “And except those days 
should be shortened, there should 
no flesh be saved.” The salva- 
tion mentioned here is the salva- 
tion of the flesh, that is, the 
rescue of literal Jews from phy- 
sical death during the great tribu- 
lation period. Take the Bible at 
face value. You’ see that this 
Scripture does not teach salvation 
by works or by holding out faith- 
fully. 


To those Jews who will be so 
terribly persecuted in the tribula- 
tion period Jesus says in effect, 
“If you are able to endure these 
persecutions to the end of the 
tribulation period, I will come and 
rescue you out of the hands of 
the Antichrist.” 


Hebrews 6:4-6, The 
Unpardonable Sin 

“For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and 
have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghost, and have tasted the 
good word of God, and the pow- 
ers of the world to come, if they 
shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing 
they crucify to themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put him 
to an open shame.” 

Notice this Scripture says, “If 
they shall fall away.” Is the one 
mentioned in this Scripture a 
saved man? He has been enlight- 
ened, has tasted the heavenly gift 
end the good Word of God and the 
powers of the world to come. He 
has even had something to do with 
the Holy Ghost. The words here, 
“partakers of the Holy Ghost,” 
in the marginal reading are, “go- 
ing along with the Holy Ghost.” 
But there are several things that 
show this is not a saved person 
who has become lost. A lost man 
can be enlightened, that is, may 
learn about Christ. He can have 
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| day by day. This is a lost man. 


tasted the heavenly gift of the 
Word of God, etc.; and you notice 
here this one did not eat, but 
simply tasted. The Holy Ghost 
goes along with a lost man con- 
victing him as He did Saul of 
Tarsus, pricking his conscience 


Some Christians may say. “These 
verses fit my case exactly, I was 
a Christian and right with God; 
and I fell away like this Scrip- 
ture says.” If this be true, who- 
ever has done according to this 
Scripture is lost without hope 
forever, “For it is impossible . « 
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frame of mind. You cannot under- 
stand his attitude in the light of 
the events just transpired, so you 
ask him how he could ever feel 
like he does, as he is about to 
undergo the ordeal of a trial in 
which his very life is at stake. 
You ask him how he can feel so 
serene and contented. He replies 
and says, ‘‘Well, I’m just not wor- 
ried.” 

Then you say, “Well, why aren’t 
you worried?” 

He retorts, “Well, I’ve got an 
answer.” 

You respond, “I know, but will 
your answer Satisfy the judge and 
satisfy the jury?” 

And the man replies, “Oh, I 
don’t know whether it will satisfy 
the judge or the jury, but the 
point is, it satisfies me.” 
Immediately you say, ‘Why 
man, you’re not the judge! You’re 
not the jury! You don’t try the 
case, and your answer is no good 
unless it satisfies the judge and 
the jury.” 

Will your refuge satisfy God? 
The Bible warns us at this point. 
The Bible says that we can cry 
‘peace and safety” where there is 
no peace and safety. Jesus, the 
gentle, loving Son of God, the One 
whose heart is literally filled with 
compassion toward those who 
need Him the most-—nevertheless 
says: “‘Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shail enter 
into the kingdom of heaven, but 
he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.” 
‘Many,’ He says, “shall say un- 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy 
name? And in thy name cast out 
devils? And in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity” (Matt. 7:21- 
23). 


This business of meeting the 
final test is serious. May God help 
us to detect the false refuges 
behind which the adversary of 
our souls would have us hide in 
false security, behind which he 
would lure us, deceive us, and 
destroy us! 

These four tests are immutable. 
Use them to detect the false ref- 
uge. from the. true. Laying aside 
the Word of God, the guide book, 
the divine revelation for human 
conduct, character and opinion, 
let’s apply these four inexorable 
tests. If the refuge of our soul is 
trustworthy, reliable and depend- 
able, it will meet them. It will 
satisfy and be adequate on all four 
grounds. Here are the four tests: 
First, will it satisfy the con- 


pentance; seeing they crucify to 
themselves the Son of God a- 
fresh, and put him to an open 
shame.” No, dear friend, this is 
not about a Christian who has 
fallen into sin, but this is that 
one unpardonable sin of a lost 
man who, after great enlighten- 


ment, ‘deliberately, maliciously, 
and finally rejects Christ and 
hlasphemes the Holy Ghost 
(Matt. 12:31). 


In Matthew 12:31, 32, Jesus 
said that every kind of sin and 
blasphemy in the world would be 
forgiven except the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost. That 
means there can only be one un- 
parconable sin and all other sins 
can be forgiven. But the sin men- 
tioned here in Hebrews 6:4-6 can- 
not be forgiven, because the 
Scripture says, “It is impossible 
...to renew them again unto re- 
pentance.” This, then, is the un- 
pardonable sin of a lost man 
who has never been saved and 
does not refer at all to a child 


of God becoming lost. K 
(Next week we will study Bible 
characters who fell into sin— 


Judas, Lot, David, etc., and will 
give the positive Bible teaching 
on the question of how a Chris- 
tian gets everlasting life and will 
never lose it.

science? Second, will it make 
your life better? Third, will it fort- 
iiy you in the hour when you die, 
when the guise and the disguises 
are off, and your feet go into the 
stream that separates time from 
eternity? If a man’s refuge for 
his soul is trustworthy, it will suf- 
fice when his feet touch the river 
of death and the mists from that 
river encompass his face. Fourth, 
will it fortify you out yonder at 
the judgment when you’ must 
make a personal answer to Christ, 
an answer every one of us must 
make? 


What are some of the false 
refuges of lies in which men are 
trusting? There are, sad to Say, 
myriads of them, but here are 
four false refuges by which men 
are deceived more commonly than 
by any others. 


First False Refuge Tested 


There is a false refuge of the 
soul that says, “I’m trusting in 
my own goodness. I’m_ good 
enough in myself without God’s 
help at all. I really don’t feel any 
need of Christ. i’m not perfect, 
but I know that in the scale of 
values the good in my life will 
outweigh the bad.” Let us apply 
the tests, not using the fifth test, 
which is the _ unalterable, un- 
changeable Word of God, but 
these four just previously named. 

First of all, does your own good- 
ness meet the highest demand of 
your conscience? Is your’ con- 
science satisfied when you Say, 
“I’m good enough without God’s 
help? No matter what His Bible 
teaches, no matter what Jesus 
Christ revealed and demonstrated, 
no matter what claims He makes 
upon human life and character, 
my goodness is good enough? No 
matter that He went to the hill 
of the skull and died there, the 
just for the unjust, that He might 
reconcile me to God; no matter 
that He made an atonement, 2 
perfect expiation in which [I can 
find forgiveness of sin--I’m good 
enough? I don’t need the forgive- 
ness of God. I don’t need the ef- 
ficacy of Christ’s shed blood. I’m 
good enough.” Does that satisfy 
your conscience? It does not satis- 
fy mine. 

Dr. R. A. Torrey said he had 
met only two moralists in his life- 
time who. said their conscience 
was contented, that they had 
never sinned. Any man who says 
he has never sinned is a liar. The 
Word of God states very clearly: 
“Tf we say that we have not sin- 
ned, we make him a liar, and the 
truth is not in us” (I John 1:10). 


Second, does it make your life 
better to say, ‘I’m trusting in my 
own goodness and I'll disregard 
the claims and the sacrifice oi 
Jesus Christ”? Does your own 
morality make you better every 
day? If it does not, you are miss- 
ing the right road. 

Then third, will your own good- 
ness be sufficient in the solemn 
hour of death? I read once about 
a very self-righteous man who had 
no use for the church, no use 
for the Bible, no use for Christ. 
He excoriated ministers; he loath- 
ed them. He boasted only of 
his own goodness. Sadly enough 


watches one morning the man 
died saying, “I wish I were a 
Christian! I- wish I were a Chris- 
tian!” In that time, when life’s 
sand is trickling to its finish- 
ing grains, there is stark re- 
ality about life and death that 
makes men know their own 
morality, their own goodness, 
their own inherent righteousness 
is, in the sight of God, dross, rags 
and refuse. 


Suppose you are dying and I 
come to see you. With an aching 
heart I bend over you and as [I 
tell you about Christ, you say, 
“But I’m good enough. Don’t pray 
for me. Don’t read the Word of 
God to me. Don’t talk to me about 
Jesus Christ. I’m good enough!” 
Do you think that to push Christ 
away and say, “I’m good enough’’ 
will make your pillow soft? 


Fourth, will your own goodness 
stand the test of the Judgment 
Day when you shall answer to 
Jesus Christ, as every man must 
answer personally? Will it suf- 
lice when you say, “I may have’ 
erred, but I’m good enough with- 
out You, without Your blood, 
Your sacrifice, Your grace, Your 
love, goodness and mercy”? You 
would not dare stand face to face 
with Christ and have His awe- 
some, piercing, all-seeing holy eye 
look you through and through— 
the Christ who knows your past, 
your present, your future; every 
hidden deed, every hidden imag- 
ination of your heart, every 
thought and intent. You would not 
dare say, “I am confident of my 
own righteousness, and it will 
pass in the sovereignty of God's 
white, holy purity.” If you think 
you can pass the test of the judg- 
ment, then you had better get a- 
lone with God, look up into His 
face and tell God that. Try to tell 
Christ that! You will feel as 
Isaiah did before you are through, 
and you will be crying and sobb- 
ing with a broken heart, “Woe is 
me, for I am a man of unclean 
lips.” (Isa. 6:51). 


Second False Refuge Tested 
Here is another refuge that men 
hide behind—the fact of other 
people’s badness. How common 
this is: “I’m not very good, but 
I’m as good as most people. Any- 
how, I’m as good as most mem- 
bers of the church.” Did you ever 
hear that? Like the fellow who 
came to me and said he would 
not join the church because there 
were too many hypocrites in it. 
To say that is an absolute indica- 
tion that you are smaller than a 
hypocrite is, because to hide be- 
hind anything you have to be 
smaller than it is! Let us put 
this rationalization to the test. 


First, does it satisfy your con- 
science to say, “I won't accept 
these challenging claims of the 
Saviour upon my life. I will put 
them away from me, will not 
consider them. I refuse them be- 
cause other men have done it’? 
That is just as silly as saying, “I 
won’t pay the merchant or the 
doctor, because I know some other 
people who don’t pay. I’m not go- 
ing to pay my taxes because Al 
Capone didn’t pay his, and if he 
didn’t. pay his, I’m not going to 
pay mine, either!” You will get 
caught! Does your conscience ap- 
prove of your saying, “I will ig-

he developed cancer of the brain. 
A great preacher came again 
and again to talk with him. He 
pleaded with him about the mat- 
ter of his relationship to Jesus 
Christ and the destiny of his 
soul in eternity. Ultimately this 
preacher stayed with him the 
whole night long. In the early 
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more the matchless, glorious, re- 
gal, splendid Son of God, will put 
‘Him out of my life because a 
reat many other people have 
‘done it, will live without Him be- 
‘cause Others live without Him’’? 
I know that this will not satisfy 
"your conscience, 


Second, will it make your life 
any better to say, “Well, I’m not 
sso good, but I’m a whole lot bet- 
ter than some other people I 
know’? 

I had an experience one time 

with an embezzler who stole 
‘thousands of dollars. As I faced 
‘him with the issue of his thievery, 
‘he said, “I’ll tell you one thing: 
‘Every time, I was in church, I 
put something in the collection.” 
’ I said, “Listen: God doesn’t 
‘want that kind of money.” Would 
that satisfy you? 
' Third, when you come to the 
‘solemn hour of death, when you 
say in your own soul, “I’m dying 
without Christ...Im_ dying 
without hope... I’m dying with- 
‘out eternal life... I’m dying with- 
out faith I’m. dying with- 
out Christ’s presence, without His 
‘comfort, without His _ strength. 
Other people have essayed to go 
this dark, terrible, awful way, I 
want to go as they have gone’’—- 
will that satisfy? 

Fourth, when you answer to 
Jesus Christ at the Judgment, will 
it suffice if you look up into the 
blessed face of the world’s only Re- 
“T rejected You, 


* put You out of my life, would 


* 


‘nave nothing to do with You. I did 
not want you because there were 
some others I knew who didn’t 
want you’? Will it = suffice? 
The refuge of other people’s bad- 
ness will never save. There are 
literally thousands upon. thou- 
sands, myriads upon myriads who 
have severed themselves from 
the life of God, out in the end- 
less vastness of Lake Avernus for- 
ever without a Saviour because 
they joined in the idiocy of that 
kind of speech. 


Third False Refuge Tested 

The next refuge is that of in- 
fidelity. Whenever I hear a man 
say, “I don’t believe any of it,” 
I am always astounded, shocked. 
I say to him, “You must have 
literally eaten up every book in 
the libraries of the world. You 
must have read every vestige and 
every page ever written in the 
realm of apologetics. You must 
have read at least five thousand 
books written across the centur- 
ies by the great men who believed 
in God. You must have done a 
monumental piece of research to 
‘arrive at such a profound con- 
‘Clusion!” Most of them will be 
honest enough to say, “I’ve never 
‘read a thinz!” Heads as empty 
as a bucket! 

The man who. says, “I’m a 
downright unbeliever; I reject it 
all,” (infidelity, atheism, agnostic- 
ism, materialism, positivism—no 
matter what form it is, it is al! 
unbelief)—for that man I have 
‘the utmost pity. 

First, does it satisfy your con- 
Science to say, “I réject in toto 
the Bible. I reject the matchless 
‘Christ, the enhumanated God. I 
‘count Him .as untrustworthy. I 
‘don’t believe anything He says. 
I don’t believe the Bible which He 
solemnly declared to be God's 
‘Word. I don’t believe in His in- 
fluence, and I don’t believe in the 
‘deity of Christ’? God help the 
poor, bewitched, bewildered, be- 
numbed creature! 


Second, does it make your life 
‘better to say, ““Unbelief is the ref- 
uge of my soul’? Infidelity un- 
dermines the foundation of sound 
‘character. Once when D. L. 
‘Moody was preaching in Chicago, 
the asked every man to stand who 
‘had been saved from a life of 
sin and shame by Jesus Christ and 


ithe Word of God. With radiant 


faces, two hundred men stood to 
‘their feet. Then he asked, “Is 
ithere a man here who has been 
‘saved from a life of sin and shame 
‘by unbelief, by agnosticism, by 
‘atheism? If so, would you please 
sstand?” Only one stood, a drunk- 
‘en fellow, and before the meeting 
‘Was over he acrepted Jesus Christ 
‘as his Saviour. 

Unbelief makes ngbody better. 
‘It makes him a sorrier man, a

lost man; if you please, a “dead” 
man. I was reading an article by 
A. K. Morrison, author of that 
book, Man Is Not Alone. That 


great scientist stated, “the 
science of yesterday with Des- 
cartes said, ‘I think; this is a 


sign I exist’ (What a profound 
conclusion!) But present-day 
scientists say: ‘I think; a sign 
that there is a metaphysical pow- 
er that gave this intellect.’” Then 
he went on to present as one of 
his great arguments that there 
are certain conditions necessary 
for life. He said that it has never 
been completely figured out how 
many trillions of exacting, precise, 
intricate conditions must all meet 
together in one dramatic, positive, 
infinitesimal split second to cause 
life to come into existence, He 
said only an intelligence, only a 
genius infinitely beyond anything 
that man could produce ‘ftould 
bring it all to pass. 

There is no use wasting time 
with further discussion on that 
point. Any man who begins with 
faith in God and follows the light 
given will finally arrive at the 
feet of Jesus Christ, saying with 
Thomas, ‘My Lord and my God!” 

Third, at the time of departure 
into the vast eternity, what hope 
has unbelief when the shams be- 
gin to fall away? Wilmot, the -in- 
fidel, lay dying. He reached out 
and laid a trembling hand on the 
Bible, and with unwonted energy, 
said, “The only objection against 
this Book now is a bad life.” 
Never forget that he spent his 
whole life ranting, raving, and 
criticizing the Word of God. But, 
as always, the Word.of God was 
like Pat’s fence. Pat built his 
fence so that it was in a perfect 
square. If anybody knocked it 
down, it just came right up again. 
That is the way it is with the 


Word of God. 
The unbeliever, Volney, cried 
out in a violent storm at sea, 


when his physical life was threat- 
ened, “My God, my God, -whai 
shall I do?” He was a perfect 
picture of an unfortified, emotion- 
ally unbalanced man. 


Thomas Paine said, “I have 
gone up and down the Garden of 
Eden and with my simple axe, I 
have cut down one after the other 
of its trees until I have scarcely 
left standing a single sapling.” 
Further, he said that the Bible 
was having its last fling, and in 
one hundred years it would be 
wiped from the earth. Yet as 
death laid its clammy, cold hands 
upon him, the same proud boast- 
er exclaimed in genuine remorse 
and terror, “I would give worlds, 
if I had them, that The Age of 
Reason had never been publish- 
ed!” 

In that solemn ordeal of death, 
Hobbs, another infidel, said, ‘“T 
am taking a fearful leap into the 
dark!” 

Lord Byron, the English skeptic, 
said, “My days are in the yellow 
leaf. The fruit, the flower of life 
is gone; the worm, the canker 
and the grief are now mine and 
mine alone.” 

Thank God, to know in vivid, 
living experience Jesus Christ as 
your Lord and as your Saviour 
means to face the valley of the 
shadow of death in triumph and 
in peace. 

An infidel, dying on the battle- 
field, was heard to exclaim by his 
soldier friends who stood about 
him, “O God, give me one more 
chance to repent!” 

Unbelief will be swept away as

monies that I could find of dying 
infidels, atheists, and agnostics. I 
found that though they said, 
“No God, no Bible, no saving 
Christ,” nearly every one of them 


died just as orthodox as Puritans. 


in the final belief that they would 
spend their eternity without God. 

Fourth, how will you answer to 
to Him personally—as-every man 
must—when you say, “My refuge, 
my theory, my pilot was unbe- 
lief’? Doubt is either the agony 
of an earnest soul, or the trifling 
of a superficial fool, The Scripture 
says, “If any man (and that is 
as broad as the world, as compre- 
hensive as humanity) willeth to 
do the will of God, he shall know 
of the teaching, whether it be of 


God” (John 7:17). 

Let us take our doubts to God. 
Let us tell Him we are not sure 
of the infallibility of the Bible, of 
the deity of Christ. Let us ap- 
proach God with a sincere, open, 
unprejudiced mind and heart. 


One time there was a man 


under the ministry of Dr. Truett 


who said he did not believe in 
Christ; he did not believe in the 
Bible; and he did not believe in 
the atonement wrought out by 
the world’s Saviour on the tree of 
shame. Dr. Truett, in his manly, 
Spiritual way, said, ‘‘Kneel down 
beside me and tell God you don’t 
believe any of it.’”’ The man turned 
pale and replied, “I couldn’t do 
that!” No sensible, reasonable 
man would do that. No man could 
be that dogmatically positive about 
his denials. They might not be 
sure (agnosticism), but few men 
would conclude that they know 
for a certainty the Bible is a 
LIE! 


Honest skepticism is a very rare 
thing, and it will bring any man 


to God if he will follow the light; dor, 
as God gives it. I have yet to find: 


an honest skeptic who read the 
hooks that I recommended to him, 
who did not find his way safely 
to Jesus Christ and take Him as 
his Lord and Saviour. Most 
skeptics are not honest. The chal- 
lenge still remains to anyone to 
prove that the greatest teachers, 
the greatest musicians, the great- 
est men who have graced our 
world with their presence were 
not Christians. Professor Rom- 


anes of Cambridge University, 
who was the bosom friend of 
Charles Darwin, said, “The most 


illustrious names at Cambridge 
are ranged on the gide of orth- 
odoxy.” The greatest scientists, 
philosophers, scholars and arche- 
ologists have upheld the Bible as 
God’s book. Consider the roll: 
Copernicus, Kepler, Newton, Cu- 
vier, Sir John Herschel, Liebnitz, 
Brewster, Secchi, Faraday, Pas- 
teur, Agassiz, Inge, Tempie, 
Barnes, Sir William Dawson, 
Gyot, Pascal, Dana, Locke, Llan- 


Scott, Newman, et cetera. 
These were not only men of 
astute, brilliant unquestioned 
genius, but were devout believers 
in the infallible Word of God, the 
deity of Jesus Christ, His atone- 
ment on the cross for the sin_of 
the world, and the fact of His 
coming again. When you_ hear 
some sawed-off, hammered down, 
disconnected, sophisticated, pea- 
brain stand up and tell you that 
the great minds reject Christ, 
he Jies! The greatest names the 
world has on its honor rolls were 
humble believers and followers of 
Jesus Christ. 


The rejection of Jesus Christ 
and Christianity indicates one of 
three things: Either an insuffic- 
icnt examination of all the evi- 
dence available, or a wilful pre- 
judice imposed because you love 
sin, or you procrastinate and neg- 
lect. Every unbeliever in the 
world can be put in one of those 
three pigeon-holes. Unbelief is the 
trifling of a materialistic, super-

egotistical, sophisticated fool, or 
else it is neglect. Obedience to 
Christ is the solvent of every 
doubt in the world. 

Consider the case of my won- 
' erdful dad. He came to Jesus 
Christ with his mind literally clut- 
tered with doubts, saturated with 
' agnosticism; but those doubts 
were banished even as the sun 
in its glory banishes the mists of 
the morning. Christianity with its 
basic revelation gladly accepts 
the scientific method of investiga- 
tion and experimentation. 
' A recent careful investigation 
proved that the shelves of our 
libraries in our universities were 
practically devoid of the great 
apologetic works and volumes on 
Christian evidence! Such an ob- 
vious bias is unfair and unintelli- 
gent. 


Fourth False Refuge Tested 


Here is another refuge. A man 
says, “I do not expect any man to 
be lost, no matter what his crimes, 
no matter what his sins, no mat- 
ter what his conduct, no matter 
how wretched his character.’ 
‘This is the refuge of universalism 
end restorationism. Putting aside 
ihe Word of God which speaks 
definitely on this point. 

First, does it satisfy your con- 
science to say vice and virtue 
‘shall have the same rewards, the 
"same harvests? Is your conscience 
satisfied with this? The law of 
sowing and reaping never fails. 
‘Everything has its opposite. Hell 
is merely the abode of the soul 
who does not want God. Men 
choose for themselves the way of 
jife that ends in Hell, and the 
men who are in Hell want to be 
there, and would not be out of 
there. They are critical, bitter, 
and still rebellious. They, more 
than ever, are filled with hatred 
ii their attitude toward God. Men 
choose Hell in this life or men 
choose Heaven. ‘There are two 
modes of living, two ways of life, 
two directions. You choose, and 
you go. 

Second, does it make a man’s 
life better to say that no matter 
how a man lives, it will be all 
right beyond the sunset and the 
night? That is contrary to every 
argument of reason and contra- 
dicts the plain statement of Scrip- 
ture! 


Third, will universalism stand 
the test of the dying hour? It is 
a “hope so.”” No rational man in 
the best hour of his reason could 
ever believe that one could live 
a licentious, worldly, God-forget- 
ting, Christ-neglecting life, with 
abandonment to sin, and then feel 
that it would all come out all right 
in the end. Do you think that 
would qualify a man to die in 
peace? A man can not live in 
reace who thinks that way, let 
alone die in peace. 

Fourth, do you think a man can 
Stand by his universalism up 
‘yonder before the face of the 
Christ who said, “I came to earth 
" to die for sinners that they might 
not be lost. I wept over them 
through the agonies of long, weary 
nights. I poured out my heart for 
them. I pleaded for them. I stood 
in the city streets and called. I 
went out on the hill of the skuil 
and laid myself upon a Roman 
yack and died, as the perfect 
Lamb slain from before the foun- 
dation of the world. I was cruci- 
fied for them. I gave my life for 
those who would repent and be- 
lieve.” Do you think you will be 
fortified out yonder at the Day 
of Judgment when you say, “I’m 
here because I said—I thought—. 
I believed that no matter how a 
man sowed, the harvest would 
come out all right. I didn’t be- 
lieve You. I didn’t believe Your 
Bible. I didn’t believe the logic 
of my own mind”? You will not 
use that theory. That theory does 
violence to the law of philosophy 
and of fact: A man who gives 
himself to Christ cannot, does not 
spossibly have the same interests, 
nor can he have the same future 
or the same ultimate destiny in 
eternity as the one who rejects 
Christ as his Saviour. Conscience, 
judgment, law, philosophy, reason, 
all rise up to cry: “As men sow, 
so shall they reap.” There is a 
law of physical gravity and one 
of moral gravity, and every man 
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goes to his own place. 

All these refuges we have rie: 
tioned are refuges of lies. The 
psalmist said, “Refuge failed me. 
Refuge fled away from me. Ref- 
uge broke down.” But, thank God, 
there is a refuge for sinful, etern- 
ity-bound souls. There is a sul- 
ficient refuge that will stand 
every inexorable test. ‘ 


Christ is the True Refuge 


The psalmist said, “Refuge fail- 
ed me, and then I turned to the 
Lord, and I said, Thou shalt be 
my refuge.” Lord, I surrender to 
you. I am through with false ref- 
uges, illusory, deceiving and in- 
sufficient. “Other foundation can 
no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 3: 
11). Here is ter#a firma. Here is 
rock. No.matter how sinful, how 
bedarkened, how confused, how 
broken, how entangled, the Lord 
Jesus Christ assures me in the 
precious promises of His holy 
Word that He will meet every 
need in my life. 

First, He satisfies my con- 
science. We have sinned. We have 
gone astray. We have turned 
every one to his own way. We 
have come short of the glory of 
God, but Jesus came to take our 
place. In language that expresses 
both the mystery and the love 
that caused our wonderful Christ 
to die on the cross, the Word of 
God says, “He bore in his own 
body our sins on that accursed

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tree.” He was the God-man. He 
was the fusion of humanity and 
deity. He was God invading hu- 
manity in corporeal form. He was 
the triune God, capacitated as 
you are not and as I am not, to 
bear the sin of the whole world. 
His promise is, He finished 
that great work. He wrought 
out a perfect redemption. 
He _ satisfied the  scvereign 
justice of a holy God _ and 
atonement for _ sin, 
an expiation for sin. The Scrip- 
ture says concerning His redemp- 
tive work on the cross, ‘“‘The blood 
of Jesus Christ, God’s’ Son, 
cleanses us from all sin” (I John 
1:7). His blood is the anti-toxin 
for my sin—the only remedy! 
That satisfies my conscience. 


Second, He makes better men. 
That is not all. The Word of 
God says He makes “new men”! 
“Whosoever believeth that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God over- 
cometh the world” (I John 5:5). 
“If any man be in Christ he is 
a new, creature” (II Cor.. 5:17). 
Millions upon millions have been 
changed and transformed by the 
power of Jesus Christ.

I am done with darkness 
forever, and now there is nothing 
but life and joy.” It is said that 
D. L. Moody, in life’s last mo- 
ments, lifted himself on his el- 
bows, and with  super-physical 
vision into the realm of that 
which was spiritual and eternal, 
began to say in a soft, gentle 
voice, “Earth is receding. God is 
calling, and Heaven is opening up 
before me.” 


I will never forget, and neither 
will my mother, how in the last 
hours of my dad’s life, in the dark 
morning hours just before dawn, 
he lifted his finger, and though 
he could not speak a word, he 
kept pointing to the glories of 
that World where he now is.
